“ The loss of expensive helium gas 
incident to the passage of the Rockies 
in the west will mitigate against com­ 
m ercial use of such ships iii coast to 
coast service,” W ilbur said. 
Residents of the Hawaiian islands 
have requested that the ZR-3 be put 
in regular service between Honolulu 
and a Pacific coast poi'*, arguing that 
weather conditions on the Pacific are 
more favorable 
to 
dirigible 
trans 
portation than on the Atlantic. 
W il­ 
bur reserved decision on this until the 
future, but indicated that the Hono­ 
lulu route may bo tested by the Shen­ 
andoah next spring by sending it to 
Hawaiian waters with the fleet for 
maneuvers.

Death Toll of Automobiles in U n its* 
States For Year 1923. 


Washington, Oct. l o — The federal 


census 
bureau 
estimates 
highway 


fatalities in the United States at 22,* 


621 for 1923. an increase of 3,USL over 
the previous year. 
The 1923 death 
rate from highway accidents was 20.4 
per 100,000 population, as contrasted 
with 17.6 in 1922. 
This increase was 
largely due to the increase of 2,776 
deaths in the estimated number of 
fatalities from automobile accidents. 
But even the 16,452 deaths charged 
against the automobile do not tell th# 
whole story, as deaths resulting from 
collisions between 
automobiles 
and 
railroad trains and between automo­ 
biles and streetcars are charged to 
the heavier vehicle. 
The thousand 
fatalities from such collisions in 1923 
is a conservative estimate 
for 
tho 
United States, the bureau said, 
lf 
this figure and the fatalities from mo* 
torcycle accidents be added the fig­ 
ure for automobile accidents, the final 
1923 toll from motor machines 
on 
highways becomes 18,788, or 83 per 
cont of all highway fata’ities.

The diamond mine was discovered 
by John Huddleston in 1907. He found I 
It on a 160-acre tract in Pike county, 
about 14 mile ii northeast of Nashville, 
which he had bought because lie be­ 
lieved there was gold to la* found 
there. 
Huddleston was a farmer, but 
a1! his life had been Interested in min­ 
erals. 
The first two ’ pebbles” found 
by Huddleston proved to be steel-blue 
gems, one weighing one and three- 
eighths carats. 
The third he found 
was a yellow stone, weighing one-half 
carat, and this he sold for $100. 
Without waiting to prospect further, 
Huddleston sold his land for $36,000 
to Little Rock interests, this being the 
exact amount necessary to purchase 
a certain farm he had in mind. He la­ 
ments that if he had kept his property 
he probably would he a millionaire 
some day. Those who have been con­ 
nected with the diamond mining in- I 
dustry here since its start say that be­ 
cause of the high luster of the Arkan­ 
sas gems in their rough state, Pike 
county diamonds surpass even those 
of South Africa. 
This luster comes 
from their extreme hardness.

The diamonds 
occur in peridots, which resembles

;iHow it to decompose, after which it 
is washed in large revolving pans, 
and the other is to grind the ore 
at otiee and then proceed with tile 
washing process. In the washing pro­ 
cess flu* material is flushed over a 
grease hoard with water, tile diamonds 
adhering to the grease, while the resi­ 
due Is carried over Into the waste 
pile*
